renewed.     In  the  present  state  of  the    lira- 

zilian   mercantile    marine  it   is  dinicnlt    to 

see  how  this  branch   can  be   elliciently  car- 
ried on  without  the  aid  of  foreign  bottoms. 


The  only  means  this  consulate  possesseil 
of  ridioving  distressed  British  seamen,  ship- 
wrecked crews,  ami  those  discharged  from 
hnsjiiial  was  to  semi  them  to  the  seamen's 
mission,  t\V(.i  of  which  were  in  existence  at 
this  port  last  year,  \\l.,  "The  Rici  Seamen's 
IMission,''  and  "The  Wesson  Rio  Harbour 
Mission."  The  latter  was  re-opened  last 
autuinii,  but  owing  to  tlie  death  from  yel- 
low lever  (if  tlie  mis^ioner.  Mr.  Schmidt,  it 
is  ;igain  closed.  The  de.ilh  from  drowning 
of  aiuither  missioner,  Mr.  Drandreth,  on 
I'ebriiary  20  last  has  also  to  be  regretfully 
recorded.  There  are  other  boarding-houses 
in  town  where,  however,  it  has  not  been 
deemed  advisable  to  send  sailors. 

Several  complaints  have  been  made 
against  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
Rio  Seamen's  Mission — its  want  of  space, 
and  being  situated  in  a  crowded,  unhealthy 
locality.  This  matter  has  been  previously 
referred  to,  and  in  a  report  on  tiie  sanitary 
condition  of  this  port,  drawn  up  by  Mr. 
Acting  Vice-Consul  Rhind,  al  my  request, 
in  September  last,  he  states  as  follows  :  — 
"I'liially  I  take  this  opportunity  to  refer  to 
a  matter  which  concerns  most  closely  the 
health  and  general  welfare  of  seamen  wliile 
in  this  port,  viz.,  the  desirability  of  estab- 
lishing a  sailor's  home  for  the  accomoda- 
tion of  men  placed  under  consular  charge 
through  sickness  or  other  causes.  Tliere  is 
in  Rio  a  seamen's  mi.ssion,  to  which,  as 
being  an  establishment  respectably  con- 
ducted, seamen  are  sent  by  the  consulate- 
general,  but  the  iiccommodalion  is  insiilh- 
cient,  many  men  having  often  to  sleep  on 
the  floors.  Complaints  on  lliis  and  other 
grounds  are  frequently  made,  and  many 
men  refuse  to  go  to  the  mission.  They 
drift  into  the  hands  of  boarding-house 
keepers,  ami  in  most  cases,  before  securing 
fresh  employment,  they  have  to  submit  to 
most  extortionate  demands.  I  cannot  but

Having  regard  to  the  unheaithiness  of  this 

port,  1  lieg  to  draw  Oie  attention  {)f  ship- 
owners to  the  danger  incurred  in  sending 
tlieir  vessels  to  Rio  during  the  yellow  fever 
season ;  January,  Kebrnarj',  and  Mareh 
being  usually  the  worst  inunths. 

Willi'  dwelling  on  this  subject,  I  wisli  to 
caution  shipmasters  against  washing  down 
decks  wilh  water  from  alongside  during  tliu

11  his  report  further  men- 
tions ;  "Another  matter  which  I  have 
always  thought  deserving  of  greater  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  port  authorities  is 
the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  carried  on 
by  boats  in  the  bay.  I  am  under  the  im- 
pression that  this  traffic  is  illegal.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  carritd  on  by  boats  ostensibly 
doing  business  as  fruit-sellers,  and  by  others 
in  the  interests  of  crimps  and  boarding- 
house  kee|iers.  'i'lie  cpiality  ol  liquor  sold 
is  of  the  strongest  and  most  tleieterions 
kind,  and  I  am  sure  that  it  nui.st  be  res- 
ponsible for  predi.sposing  many  men  to  the 
attacks  of  local  epidemics,  nut  to  mcntiuii 
its  being  also  accountable  for  the  many 
cases  of  insubordination  and  quarrels  which 
occur  on  board  vessels  in  the  purl. 

"It  ma},  perhaps,  be  worthy  of  con.si(fer- 
ation  whether  ships  when  opening  agree- 
ments f>r  Rio  sli'iuki  not  be  lecpiired  to 
undertake  the  disirilnition  to  the  crew  tlaily 
during  their  stay  in  i>ui-l  of  a  certain  ration 
of  whulesomt:  liquor,  as  well  as  a  dose  ol 
some  anti- febrile  preparation  recommended 
by  medical  aiith(jrily."

Allusions  have  been  made  in  previ(ms 
reports  as  to  the  unsuitabiliiy  of  this  coun- 
try, in  every  respect,  for  British  emigrants  ; 
and,  in  answer  to  their  enquiries,  this  con- 
sulate has  strongly  advised  them  to  give 
preference  to  British  colonies,  Ciinada,  the 
United  Stales,  or  South  Africa.  The  dis- 
astrous experience  ol  former  years  should 
be  a  warning  to  all  intending  Briti.sh  emi- 
grants to  Brazil. 

Emigrants  undergo  terrible  hardships 
from  the  time  they  leave  their  homes  until 
they  reach  Rio  de  Janeiro,  where  they  are 
landed  at  llha  das  Flores  (an  island  in  the 
bay),  wbicli  offers  accommodation  for  about 
1,500  persons,  though  2,000  to  3,000  are 
someiimcs  quartered  there  under  the  most 
incredible  conditions,  and  the  rate  of  mor- 
tality amongst  children  has  been  very  high. 
Indignant  protests  have  lately  appeared 
in  the  local  newspapers  against  the  inspec- 
tor-general of  liunls  and  culonisation.  The 
government  ultimately  took  mcasuies  to 
remedy  the  evils. 

Immigrants  arc  supposed  to  remain 
there  10  days  to  a  fortnight,  but  they  some- 
times remain,  as  was  recently  the  case,  z  to 
3  months,  owing  to  the  allotments  of  land 
in  Parana  not  having  been  made.  There 
is  also  a  station  at  Pinheiro  (slate  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro),  where  the  immigrants  are  also 
subjected  to  great  inconveniences.  The 
state  government  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  recently 
bought  tlie  island  ofOarvalho  in  the  bay 
for  110  contos  (about  4,400/.)  and  will  fit 
it  up  for  an  immigrant  depot  at  a  cost  of 
about  1,700/. 

Reference  is  made  by  the  ])ress  to  im- 
migrants carrying  infection  with  them  into 
the  interior.  This  is  doubtless  true;  yet, 
at  the  same  time,  it  must  be  admitted  that, 
owing  to  the  want  of  proper  inspection  of 
vessels  before  leaving  Kurope,  immigrants 
olteii  arrive  in  this  country  in  a  most  de- 
i)lorable  coiiditioii  ;  the  liad  rations  siip- 
])lied,  the  frii^luhil  overcrowding  on  board, 
and  the  want  ol  projier  sanitary  arrange- 
ments cause  diseases  to  break  out  during 
the  passage  or  predispose  them  to  infection 
on  their  laniling  in  Brazil. 

During  the  period  from  1890  to  I8(J^, 
505,286  emigranis  passed  through  the  de|iot 
at  llha  das  P'lores,  of  which  136,262  shipped 
independently,  the  remainder  having  come 
on  contract  signed  in  Europe.      Onl}'  124,- 
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seldom  become  the  posBesson  of  land. 
After  deducting  cost  of  living,  rent,  and  use 
of  implements  from  their  share  of  the 
crops,  the  savings  are  very  small,  and  tliey 
soon  discover,  to  iheir  bitter  regret,  that 
Brazil  is  not  the  "promised  land"  depicted 
by  the  emigration  agents  in  Europe, 

SvVNITARY  AND  Ql'ARANTINa. 

The  sanitary  and  quarantine  arrange- 
ments in  Brazil  are  notoriously  defective 
and  insuflkient.  There  is  only  one  quar- 
antine station  along  the  whole  sea  coast 
line,  measuring  over  3.700  miles,  and  that 
is  at  llha  Grande,  about  60  miles  \V.  by  S. 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

The  immense  inconveniences,  and  even 
dangers,  to  vessels  bound  for  northern  ports, 
which  are  ordered  to  this  station  to  purge 
quarantine,  can  therefore  be  imagined.  In 
"fact,  the  evils  arising  from  such  an  ab- 
'normal  arrangement,  aggravated  by  arbi- 
trary exercise  of  power  on  the  part  of  sub- 
ordinate authorities,  and  neglect  on  that  of 
medical  officers,  became  bo  serious  that  the 
matter  was  forcibly  obtruded  on  the  notice 
of  the  representatives  of  foreign  powers, 
who,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  British  min- 
ister, succeeded,  in  April  1895,  in  getting  a 
sanitary  congress  convened,  which  was  at- 
tended by  themselves  and  competent  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Brazilian  government. 

The  result  was  that  great  reforms  were 
promised,  consisting  ol  the  construction  of 
several  other  quarantine  stations  with  ade- 
quate accommodation  at  different  points 
along  the  coast,  as  well  as  considerable 
modification  in  the  enforcement  of  the  reg- 
ulations. In  the  latter  particular  it  would 
appear  that  there  has  been  some  improve- 
ment, more  consideration  10  particular  cir- 
cumstances having  since  bten  shown  in  the 
application  ui  the  rules.  Of  the  stations 
which  were  to  be  provided  for  quarantine 
purposes,  the  one  being  erected  at  Taman- 
dar4  near  Pernamhuco  is,  according  to  a 
recent  report  of  the  commission,  well  ad- 
vanced, and  promises  to  be  in  every  respect 
satisfactory.  The  commission  at  the  same 
time  stated  that  the  bay  was  suitably  adapt- 
ed for  a  quarantine  station,  being  very  com- 
modious, deep,  with  good  holding  ground, 
and  well  protected  against  the  sea.  But  as 
regards  the  other  stations,  tlie  efforts  of  the 
congress  have  not  been  successful. 

Instead  of  carrying  out  their  promises, 
the  authorities  have  so  acted  as  to  render 
even  the  one  existing  station  at  llha  Grande 
unfit  for  the  reception  of  travellers  detained 
under  quarantine. 

The  Italian  warship  Lombardia,  having 
come  into  Rio  in  December,  yellow  fever 
unhappily  broke  out  on  board  in  February, 
and  the  vessel  was  ordered  to  Illia  Grande. 
The  Brazilian  authorities  displayed  a  laud- 
able desire  to  assist  the  sufferers,  and  co- 
operated in  disinfecting  the  ship,  but  un- 
fortunately they  adopted  a  plan  of  housing 
the  patients  in  the  quarantine  station,  which 
consequently  became  infected,  and  several 
of  the  native  attendants  and  residents  con- 
tracted the  disease  and  died.  Of  the  249 
officers  and  men  forming  the  complement 
of  the  Lombardia,  six  officers,  including 
the  commander,  and  141  men  died,  99  re- 
covered, and  only  three,  out  of  the  whole 
ship's  company  escaped  infection. 

Tlie  place  can  therefore  no  longer  be 
looked  upon  with  confidence  as  liealthy 
and  proper  to  be  occupied  by  travellers  de- 
tained under  quarantine  regulations,  and  in 
the  event  of  a  vessel  arriving  from  a  suspect- 
ed port  it  mi^ht  involve  serious  questions. 
A  revision  of  die  port  regulations  has  long 
been  under  consideration,  but  no  altera- 
tions have  vet  been  published.  It  would 
be  well,  however,  at  a!l  times  if  ship-mas- 
ters, when  tlireatened  with  fines  or  other 
troubles  in  consequence  of  unintentional 
breaches  of  port,  sanitari-,  or  cus'..^m-house 
regulauons.  would  at  once  seek  ajvice  from 
the  consulate  instead  of  resortina  10  ship 
chandlers  or  other  incompetent  advisers  as 
some  ci  them  prefer  to  do,  thus  allowing 
[heir  anairs  :o  drift  into  such  enunslements 
that  con^u'ar  intervention  or  counteraction 
becomes  impraciicibie.

The  average  residence  per  paiient 
was  S.  35  days,  againai  i\y^  days  Inst.year. 
Thirteen  nationnliiies  in  all  were  repre- 
sented among  the  patients,  of  whom  91 
were  British,  23  German,  9  American, 
6  lirazilian,  4  each  French,  Danish  and 
Portuguese,  and  the  remainder  of  six  other 
naiionalities.  Of  the  diseases  treated  80 
were  suilering  from  yellow-fever,  of  which 
31  resultal  fatally,  or  a  trifle  over  26  per 
cent.  Of  these  21  cases,  hotvever,  11  were 
admitted  with  anuria,  or  in  a  hopeless  con- 
dition, of  whom  one  died  jusi  inside  the 
gate  and  another  eight  hours  after  admis- 
sion. Deducting  these  moribund  and 
hopeless  cases,  which  have  no  real  bearing 
on  thetie.itment  aftbrdeii  by  the  hospital,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  mortal- 
ity is  exceptionally  small.  This  result 
speaks  well  for  the  skill  of  Dr,  Baiideira, 
the  physiciiin  in  charge,  and  for  the  devo- 
tion and  skillful  attention  of  the  nursing 
staff

Of  the  receipts  above  given  for  account 
of  tlie  "isolated  pavilion",  it  should  be 
explained  that  44,000$  represent  loans, 
and  730S  donations.  In  the  expenditures 
the  large  gas  account  is  due  to  the  use  of  a 
gas  motor  for  pumping  water  up  to  the 
hospital. 

The  Hospital  was  opened  on  January 
Sth,  1892.  and  it  h.is  not  yet  had  time  to 
secure  paiionage  sufficient  for  its  support. 
Now  that  it  can  completely 'isolate  its  fever 
patients  it  is  anticipated  that  a  considerable 
number  nf  general  cases  will  be  treated 
during  the  summer,  and  also  that  more 
surgical  cases,  for  whose  treatment  it  is 
admirably  situated,  will  be  obtained  during 
the  wliole  year. 

Since  the  iniiiation  of  the  project  the 
Hospital  has  received  326,54-5850  in 
donations,  58,000$  in  loans,  87,545$ooo 
in  subscriptions.  S9,o25$65o  in  patients' 
fees,  and  3, 240$95o  for  account  of  "indi- 
gents' relief  fund"'.  The  present  valuation 
of  the  property  is  325,i58$670.

If  a  party  of  Brazilian 
mercliants  were  to  visit  the  United  States, 
they  would  be  met  by  accredited  committees 
and  entertained  hospitably.     It  is  a  matter 
of  good  feehng  and  good  fellowship.    There 
is  no  Monroe  doctrine  about  it,  no  inter-Am- 
erican alliance.     It  is  business  and  pleasure. 
If  new  lines  of  trade  can  be  opened   we 
shall  all  rejoice,   for  trade  will  serve  to 
develop  intimate  relations  between  the  two 
countries.     If,   however,  the  conditions  do 
not  favor  an  extension  of  trade,   then  'we 
shall  have  the  pleasure  of  haring  entertained 
a  party  of  representative  Americans  who 
will,  we  trust,  carry  away  with  them  many 
pleasant  impressions  of  this  country  and  its 
pe  iple.

satisfactory  to  see  that  this  question  has  at 
last  been  made  the  subject  of  diplomatic 
consideration,  for  it  lias  been  the  ciuse  of 
intolerable  abuse  and  incalculable  injury. 
The  theory  that  a  stat-^  may  act  irresponsibly 
and  at  pleasure  in  such  matters,  is  pan  and 
parcel  ol  the  absolutism  which  has  domin- 
ated the  political  world  up  to  the  present 
century,  and  which  still  dominates  a  ma- 
jority of  the  governments  of  the  present 
day,    republican  as   well  as  monarchical. 
The  theory  that   an  independent  slate  is 
sovereign  within  its  own  limits,  and  that  its 
dignity  and  independence  demand  the  ful- 
lest recognition  of  its  sovereign  power  by 
all  other  nations,  is  probably  the  sole  reason 
why  so  much  importance  is  attached  to  the 
exercise  of  such  arbitrary  and  irresponsible 
acts  toward  the  subjects  of  other  states.    But 
happily  the  world  is  still  progressing  and 
some  of  the  broader  principles  of  justice  are 
becoming  recognized  in  tile   relations   be- 
tween sovereign  stales  and  as  binding  upon 
their    governments.      Justice  is    not  only 
designed   to   protect  citizen  against  citizen, 
but  it  is  designed   to   protect  the  citizen 
against  arbitrary  authority.    If  the  Amer- 
ican government  will  now  carry  this  prin- 
ciple to  its  logical  conclusion,  we  may  soon 
hope  to  see  it  a  recognized  part  of  interna- 
tional   law.    the  guarantee   of  the  citizen 
against  injustice  and  irrespunsible  authority 
in  every  part  of  the  world.    Here  in  Brazil, 
where  there  are  so   many  echoes  of  those 
meaningless  phrases  of  the  French  revolu- 
tion about  "liberty,  equality  and  fraternity," 
we  are  drifting  steadily  into  a  state  of  official 
absolutism   which  is  destructive    to  every 
principle  of  justice  and  which  will   in  time 
render  international    relations   exceedingly 
difficult.  Much  lias  already  happened  since 
the  founding  of  ihe  republic  to  demonstrate 
the  arbitrary    temper  ol  those   whi»  have 
forced  themselves  into  power,  and  the  pro- 
position now  before    congress  empowering 
the    executive    to    summarily    expel    any 
foreigner  considered  objectionable  or  dan- 
gerous will  serve  to  accentuate  the  risks 
and   hardships  which   foreigners  incur  in 
coming  here.  ■  Such  acts  and  measures  are 
not  only  unrepublicani  but  they  are  opposed 
to  every  principle  of  justice.  The  foreigner, 
even  when  justly  accused  of  promoting  dis- 
order or  immorality,  should  be  entitled  to 
the  same  opportunities   of  defence  before 
the  courts  of  justice,  as  are  given  to  accused 
persons   here  and  everywhere  else.     Even 
the  worst  criminal  is  carefully  protected   in 
all   these  rights,  and    to  such  an  extent  is ' 
this  protection  carried  throughout  the  whole 
of  republican  America  that  justice  is  more 
frequently  defeated  than    executed.      But 
when  the  accused  is  a  foreigner,  however, 
he  is  considered  lo  be  outside  all  these  pro- 
tecting guarantees,  he  is  condemned  without 
a  hearing,  and  he   is  expelled  summarily 
from  the  country.    And  more  than  that,  he 
is  denied  all  right  of  appeal  and   all   claim 
to  indemnity.    A  grosser   injustice  could 
not  be  imagined,  for  it  is  the  denial   of  the 
commonest  privileges   of  international   re- 
lationship and  a  trespass   upon  the  com- 
monest rights  of  personal  liberty  and  pro- 
perty.

The  sudden  collapse  of  the  bill  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies  approving  the  pro- 
tocols arranged  between  the  Brazilian  and 
ItaUan  governments  relative  to  the  set- 
dement  of  a  large  number  of  claims  against 
Brazil,  was  not  only  a  surprise,  but  it  was 
eminendy  characteristic.  These  protocols 
simply  provided  for  the  setUement  of  the 
claims  by  arbitration.  As  might  be  expect- 
ed, there  are  many  exaggerated  and  unreas- 
onable claims  among  them,  as  well  as  many 
which  are  just  and  indisputable,  but  as  the 
choice  of  a  competent  and  trustworthy 
arbitiator  is  impHedin  such  a  setdement,  it 
is  no  more  than  fair  to  presume  that  the 
claiiiis  would  be  thoroughly  sifted  and  the 
spurious  and  unreasonable  ones  would  be 
tlirown  out.  A  considerable  number  of 
hot-headed,  unreasoning  chauvinists,  how- 
ever, took  it  into  their  heads  that  this  ref- 
erence to  an  arbitration  tribunal  was  an 
admission  of  the  justice  of  these  disputed 
claims,  so  they  began  to  stir  up  the  mob 
not  only  against  the  friends  of  the  bill 
among  the  deputies,  but  also  against  the 
inoffensive  Italians  who  are  hving  in  the 
countr)'.  They  have  paraded  the  streets 
giring  marras  for  Italy  arid  vivas  for  the 
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Abyssinians,    they    have    denouncMi    the 
treaty  as  dishonorable  to  lir.izil,  ami  iliey 
have  even  threatened,  «e  are  informal,  10 
d'ei)'«c  the  rresidunt  shoid.l  tlie  bill  pass. 
During  the  past  week  the  streets  have  been 
ituarded  by  an  extra  police  force,  and  tears 
have  been  commonly  expressed  that  trouble 
would  surely  result.

modifying  the  contract  with   the  C'impanhia  de 
Estradas  de  Ferro  do  Noite  do  Brazil  (3rd  discus- 
sion).    Tlie  chamber   also   Voted  amendments   lo 
lie  budget  of  ihe  department  of    finance    and    con- 
curred  m   the   amendments   of  the   senate   to  ihe 
navy  bill  and  the  congressional  elections  bill.     The 
amendment   to   Ihe  Utter,  vrhicti   the  chamber  ac- 
cepted  by  a  vote   of   72   tn   52,  fixes    ihe   3vd  of 
December  as  the  day  for  holding  the  elections.

full  account  of  the  murder  of  the  federalist 
Josi5  Anionio  de  Souza  Palmeira.  Some  months 
ago  several  atteinjits  to  lake  his  life  were  made  by 
the  castilbistas,  but  Utey  desisted  for  a  while  from 
their  criminal  designs  because  of  General  Cantua- 
ria's  attitude.  On  the  4th  ult.,  however,  Palmeira, 
while  working  in  a  field  with  four  oiher  persons, 
was  attacked  by  a  band  of  caslilhistas,  who  killed 
two  of  Ills  companions  and  woundeil  the  others. 

Escaping  unhurt,  Palmeira  went  to  the  vice- 
intendant  of  the  town  of  Alfredo  Chaves  and  re- 
ceive<l  from  him  assurances  of  protection  by  the 
authorities.  Such  assurances  have  little  value, 
however,  as  has  been  demonstrated  in  so  many 
instances,  to  which  Ihis,  unlnrtunalely,  did  not 
prove  to  be  an  exception.  On  the  nighl  of  the 
25th  ult.  the  house  at  which  Palmeira  was  slop- 
ping W.1S  attacked  al  9  o'clock  iiy  the  cas- 
lilhistas, who  surrounded  it  and  opened  fire  on  its 
inmateB.  Unable  to  escape,  Palmeira  made  a  des- 
perate resistance,  and  the  fight  continued  fn-  13 
hours,  only  ending  at  ro  o'clock  a.  m.  on  ihe  261I1, 
when  Palmeira  fell  riddled  with  bullet' 
murderers  then  -jnlered  the  building  and  m 
the  corpse.  They  afterwards  retired,  fiiii 
guns  and  shouting  "Death  to  the  federalisis,"  and 
making  other  noisy  demonstrations.  Tliey  were 
all  armed  with  government  (Comblain)  rifles. 

The  enthusiastic  reception  ^iven  to  Councillor 
Silveira  Martins  in  the  state  of  Rio  Grande  shows 
Ihat  during  his  long  absence,  interrupted  at  rare 
intervals,  he  has  lost  none  of  his  i;ieal  popularity. 
The  Santos  reached  Rio  Grande  at  6  o'clock  p.  m. 
oil  the  20tli  and  Silveira  Martins  no  lamling  fonml 
himself  in  the  midst  of  an  immense  ciowd  thai  had 
assembled  at  ihe  wharf  lo  welcome  him.  Accoiu- 
panieil  hy  the  cheering  multitude,  he  pro>.CL>(lci!_  to 
hii  hotel,  where  he  made  a  short  speech  advi,ing 
pcice,  order  and  harmony  and  exprt-ssing  his  con- 
viciion  thai  Rio  Grande  would  continue  to  be  what 
il  had  always  been,  holh  under  the  monaicliy  and 
uiiderthe  repubbc,  a  hnlwaik  ol  iialriotism  ani 
liberal  principles.  At  night  a  processi.m  013,000 
persons,  headed  liy  three  bands  of  music,  pamded 
the  stieets  and  gathered  arouml  the  hotel,  where 
Siiecches  were  made  hy  Silveira  Marlins,  Roihilpho 
Gomes.  Maiiano  Porfo  Hit-ir  of  the  Arti^ta)  and 
nther  genilemcn.  The  demoiistratinns  contnmetl 
uniil  mid-night.
